Security old-age benefits ,—, 
for 


- • - which'she and her empldycr^each 


paid one per cent of salary for 
many years, and now pay 
one 


and a half per 
cent — 
aren't 


worth a nickel. 


The only claim she has at the 


age of 65 is a pension equal to 
^, half her husband's benefits, if he's 


living, three-fourths if he's dead 
— but from her own 
saved-up 


benefits. . .nothing. 


Where do her Old Age Benefits 


go? They go to some other gal, 
who never worked a day in 
her 


life — but who happens to need 
help at age 65. 


Somebody asked Social Security 


Commissioner Arthur J. Altmeyer 
about all this, and here's what he 
said: 
^. "The purpose of social insurance 


is to provide some income to the 
insured when earnings cease. 
In 


the case of a married 
woman 


who once worked for pay, there is 
no stoppage of earnings 
due 
to 


old age. The risk which is insured 
does not materialize. She has vol- 
untarily withdrawn from the labor 
forces covered by the law."

First operations 
will be 


confined mostly to the

Officials of 20 conferences

complished in two days what 
it 


would normally take two months to 
do by going through channels. 


Six pro posals for amending the 


code were drafted. They were kept 
secret. NCAA President 
Hugh C. 


Willett of Southern California said, 
they ranged from "absolutely' no 
change up to considerable addition- 
al aid for worthy athletes." 


The proposals, he said, pointed 


toward these 'common aims: 1— 
that athletes getting aid must be 
academically worthy both in col- 
lege entrance 
and progress to- 


wards degree requirements; 
2 — 


there must be positive and definite 
evidence aid recipients need 
as- 


sistance (np "across- the - boards- 
grants") 3—all such aids must be 
administered by regular campus 
agencies. ••- •• •': i.,.'

On her feet the wounds of Christ 


appeared and blood flowed 
from 
them. 


On the brow, 
where 
Christ's 


crown of thorns was pressed, and. 
on the 
shoulders, 
where 
Christ 


carried the cross to Calvary, blood 
also flowed from Therese. 


But Therese, wrapped in a white 


shroud, sat propped upright in he;- 
bed, chanting unintelligibly in 
a 


coma. 


As her husband and nine 
chil 


drcn hovered quietly in the back 
ground, a hushed procession filed 
through her room to witness 
the 


stigmata. 


They included the devout, the cur- 


ious and the miracle seekers, half 
of them Americans. 


Outside German police and U.S. 


military police were on duty 
to 


preserve order in the hamlet of 
1,200 
persons. 


Many of the witnesses traveled 


on foot or in cars over the dusty 
country roads to pray or to stare.

swept part of the 23rd floor of the 
Woolworth building 
early today, 


and flames from the w i n d o w s 
could be seen for miles. 


Firemen carried hoselines in 


elevators to the 23rd floor 
and 


rigged them to standpipes. 
Two 


pipes burst, and heavy water dam- 
age was caused in the 60-story sky- 
scraper. 


Two workmen 
were overcome 


by smoke, and a fireman was in- 
jured slightly. 


The fire was discovered shortly 


after 1 a. m. (ESTj in the excutive 
offices of the 
F. W. Woolworth 


company, owner of the building on 
lower Broadway. 


The northwest portion of the 23rd 


floor was gutted before the 
fire 


was under control at 2:30 a. m. 
Dense smoke seeped into 
other 


floors. Origin of the blaze was not 
determined 
immediately. 


About 100 employes

Africa, a black hulk on a phos- 


phorescent sea. . . .the first sight 
of blood, on hands cut by coral 
rocks as we clambered ashore on 
a beach north of Casablanca. . . . 
The first sight of death, the body 
of a young 
lieutenant, 
all 
but 


breached Jay a shell, his legs dan- 
gling from the rear of a hay cart 
. . . .He had been singing on ship- 
board ten hours before. . . . 


A hospital in northern Tunisia in 


January and a Brooklyn private 
suffering from hysterical paralysis 
of the right arm. . . .He was 
a 


young Jewish boy who had 'layon-, 
etted two Germans to save his life 
but who hated killing so much his 
arm would no longer work. . . . 
"One of the men fell in the inud 
and cried in German fpr his moth- 
er," he said. . . 


Shivering at night in a trench 


dug in the desert under cold stars 
. . .a tank captain, just before 
moving forward in a sacrificial as- 
signment to cover the retreat at 
Kasserine Gap. . . .He was bitter 
and he said, "Why don't you tell 
the people at home the truth. . . 
They haven't given us enough nion 
or weapons here to hold the Nazis"

after the men and weapons did ar-

Nazis at last were in the trap. . . 
The singing whistle of our 
own 


P-38's overhead, more and more 
friendly music in the skies. . . . 


Swinging north in 
hope 
past 


sweet - smelling almond trees. . . 
Past meadows scarlet with poppies 
and fields massed blue with wild- 
flowers. . . .Past the ruins left by 
the Romans who, like the Germans 
also came that way, saw, con- 
quered. . .and were conquered. . . 


The mortal battle for Hill 609, 


that high mound of death by night 
. . . .the sweep into Mateur and 
then Bizertc, loud with fire. . . .the 
Ghoum tribesman who ceremoni- 
ously said his prayers, then went 
up the stairs of a building where 
two German gunners were holding 
us up. . .When tnu Ghoum came 
back down, his knile in hand, the 
building was silent. . .He grinned 
as he drew his finger across 
his 


throat in a slitting gesture 
and 


walked away. . . . 


Days of rest then. . . .Swimming 


in the blue Mediterranean. . .And 
no one knew that still ahead lay 
Sicily. . . .Italy. . . .Normandy, 
the Siegfried line. . .

spent its income by more than 
59,000,000,000 in the next 15 months, 
will start borrowing new 
money 


next week to make ends meet. 


That will add 
considerably 
to 


the government's debts, which al- 
ready total nearly $250,000,000,000. 


The first step 
in the 
new 


Dorrowing program, as announced 
ay Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der last night, will take this form: 


The treasury owes about 
$900,- 


000,000 in 91-day bills falling 
due 


April 13. It will sell 
$1,000,0,01) 


in new 91-day bills that day to pay 
off the due debt and leave it $10, 
000,000 extra cash. 


Except in scale, the transaction 


will be the same as that of a man 
who has a $900 note falling due at 
the bank next Thursday and "takes 
care of it" by giving a new note 
for $1,000.

Unemployment 
Pay Set Up 
Back in 1935

Washington, April 1 ~(/P)~ln 1935, 


as part of the board social security 
system It was then creating, con- 
gress set up a nationwide program 
for giving pay to jobless people. 


Until then only Wisconsin did that 


Now all 48 states, plus Hawaii and 
Alaska, take part in the system 
Yesterday P r e s i d e nt Truman 
asked congress to enlarge on this 
plan created 15 years ago. 


The philosophy behind the unem- 


ployment pay when they lose their 
jobs. It goes only to those 
who 


were in jobs covered by the law. 
The domestic workers, like house 
servants; people working for non- 
profit organizations like the Red 
Cross and churches; 
and people 


employed by federal, state or city 
governments, arc not included. 


The unemployement pa system 


is based on a tax which employers 
must pay to the federal govern- 
ment and to their own states. Out 
of the tax they collect the states 
employed. 
' 


The money which the states col- 


lect goes into a federal trust fund 
upon which they draw as 
they 


need cash. But the states run their 
own unemployment pay systems, 
which differ from state to state. 


And the federal g o v e r n ment 


gives the states money to run their 
individual programs. None of this 
federal money goes to the unem- 
ployed anywhere. It can be used 
by the .states only in administer- 
ing their programs. 


Not all employers have to pay
